Kirsti 
jokingly  says  we  can  at  least  read  the  pictures, 

Latin  America  - The  recent  edition  of  the  magazine  "Extension  en  las  Americas" 
[have  just  seen  a translation  of  the  September-Dee ember  issue)  is  full  of 
interesting  facts  about  the  b-H-like  programs  in  the  Latin  American  area. 

Most  of  them  are  caLled  "b-S."  Recommendations  of  the  second  Latin  American 
Conference  were  included.  A center-spread  photo  showed  the  participants  in 
the  conference  held  last  October  at  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica.  We  were  represented 
by  Kenneth  Anderson  and  a b-H  girl  from  California — -Annie  Gutierrez. 
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Canada  - Jim  Moore  of  the  Canadian  Council  on  I4.-H  Clubs  writes  of  some  progress 
and  developments  in  their  program.  We  are  particularly  interested  to  note 
that  they  now  have  a National  1|-H  Supply  Service. 

Taiwan  - "Rural  Youth  Program  in  Free  China, " a new  bulletin  from  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Rural  Reconstruction,  reports  the  progress  which  shows  26,5b2 
U— H members  at  present.  We  feel  I4.-H  here  has  many  ties  to  b-H  in  Taiwan,  in- 
cluding the  good  work  of  Gus  Brundage  in  an  advisory  capacity,  and  also  the 
opportunity  to  have  had  Mr.  Liao  Chi-tsing,  National  leader,  visit  our  coun- 
try about  two  years  ago.  The  report  has  this  interesting  section  on  the 
meaning  of  b-H  Clubs  in  Free  China.  The  Chinese  name  for  I4-H  ^lub  is  "Shih 
Chien  Hui."  Its  strict  meaning  is  the  "Frur  Sound"  clubs — sound  head,  sound 
heart,  sound  hands  and  sound  health,  A b-H  club  in  Free  China  is  limited  in 
membership  to  5-20  rural  youth  who  are  10— 2U  years  of  age.  The  United  States 
b-H  Club  pledge  has  been  adapted  in  Free  China  with  some  modifications  and 
reads  as  follows : 

"For  myself,  my  home,  my  club,  my  community,  my  country  and 
other  free  countries,  I pledges 

My  head  to  clearer  thinking 
My  heart  to  greater  loyalty 
My  hands  to  larger  service,  and 
My  health  to  better  living." 

Korea  - C.  m.  Chafee,  Assistant  State  b-H  Leader  in  Mississippi,  has  received 
an  interesting  report  and  a "thank  you"  for  the  animals  sent  to  Korea  under 
the  "b-H  Friendship  for  Korea"  plan  in  1956.  The  report  came  from  Helen 
Rosser,  a missionary,  who  helped  to  make  arrangements  for  the  b-H  boys  and 
Mr.  Chafee  when  they  made  the  trip  with  a shipment  of  animals.  Miss  Rosser 
ended  by  saying,  " U-H  is  on  the  boom  in  Korea," 


b-H  FELLOWSHIPS 


The  date  for  making  1958  selections  is  almost  here.  We  sincerely  hope  that 
many  States  have  forwarded  nominations  to  Miss  Mary  Louise  Gollings  here  in 
Federal  Extension  Service.

JUNIOR  POULTRY  FACT  FINDING  CONFERENCE

Finding  Conference  held  annually  in  Kansas  City,  The  program  there  gives 
young  people  an  awareness  of  the  rapidly  changing  poultry  industry.  It  is 
a privilege  for  the  delegates  to  listen  to  some  of  the  major  discussions, 
see  the  exhibits,  and  participate  in  their  own  junior  clinics,  A lot  of 
enthusiasm  developed  in  the  session  entitled,  "Opportunities  Unlimited," 
Delegates  discussed  career  opportunities  in  the  poultry  industry.

CROP,  a program  of  church  world  services,  has  issued  a very  attractive  pro- 
motional leaflet  featuring  the  work  of  a I+-H  Club  member  in  Indiana,  We  know 
that  you  join  with  us  in  being  proud  that  L-H  members  are  sharing  this  worth- 
while service  to  peoples  in  need. 


INCOME  TAX  ON  I+-H  PROJECTS 


Many  States  have  issued  alerts  about  income  tax  on  1+-H  Club  projects.  One  of 
the  clearest  statements  was  prepared  in  Kansas  by  John  Coolidge,  Extension 
Specialist  in  Farm  Management,  May  we  quote  his  comments: 


"A  U— H Club  project  is  the  same  as  a small  farm  business  to  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Service  and  the  Social  Security  Administration,  February  15  is  the  dead- 
line for  filing  the  tax  form  10lj.i,  showing  the  kind  and  amount  of  tax  due. 


"Figures  of  income  and  expenses  are  put  on  a Schedule  F to  determine  gross 
profits  and  net  profits.  If  net  profits  are  $1|00  or  more  the  club  member 
must  file  an  income  tax  return  and  pay  the  3 3/8  percent  self-employment  tax. 
There  will  be  no  income  tax  unless  net  profits  are  over  $600  although  the 
Social  Security  tax  is  due.  Any  school  boy  or  girl  who  worked  for  wages 
during  the  past  year  and  had  any  income  tax  withheld  should  file  a Federal 
income  tax  return.  If  total  earnings  were  less  than  $600  the  youth  may  owe 
no  income  tax. 
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"The  only  way  to  recover  the  money  withheld  is  by  filing  a regular  income  tax 
return,  showing  his  earnings  from  wages  and  a Schedule  F showing  the  net 
profit  from  his  project.  If  the  total  income  requires  no  tax  or  less  tax 
than  has  been  withheld  he  should  show  the  over-payment  and  check  the  request 
for  a refund. 

"Parents  may  claim  a child  as  a dependent,  even  though  the  youth  files  a tax 
return  and  uses  his  $600  personal  exemption,  if  they  furnish  over  50  percent 
of  the  normal  support  of  the  child.  This  amounts  to  a double  exemption  for 
children  up  to  age  19  or  still  in  school  at  least  five  months  of  the  calendar 
year. " 


URBAN  U-H  WORK  IN  CHICAGO 

Progress  to  188  members  in  U-H  Clubs  in  Chicago  was  the  picture  at  the  end 
of  December.  Many  States  are  watching  the  progress  in  Chicago,  in  the  past 
few  months,  and  ask  frequent  questions  as  our  field  staff  visits  you.  The 
patterns  being  tried  in  this  city  will  certainly  have  meaning  in  some  other 
urban  programs. 


YOUTH  CENTER  TO  BE  DEDICATED  MAY  13  ON  PURIUA  RESEARCH  FARM 

An  event  of  widespread  significance  will  be  the  dedication  of  a new  youth 
center  on  the  Ralston  Purina  Research  Farm  near  St.  Louis,  Mo,,  May  13*  This 
center  will  be  available  to  groups  of  young  people  who  are  interested  in 
scientific  aspects  of  animal  health  and  nutrition.  Already  thousands  of  U-H 
Club  members,  extension  workers,  and  others  have  taken  tours  to  the  demonstra- 
tion pens  and  other  facilities  of  this  institution  in  past  years.  The  new 
facilities  will  include  provisions  for  groups  of  up  to  $00  who  wish  to  visit 
the  research  projects  and  hear  practical  demonstrations  on  modern  scientific 
livestock  growing  practices.  State  leaders  have  been  invited  to  participate 
in  the  dedication  along  with  others  from  land-grant  college  circles.

Copies  of  this  report  have  gone  to  State  extension  specialists  con- 
cerned with  the  conservation  of  natural  resources.  The  committee  is 
a new  one  reconstituted,  with  approval  of  the  Subcommittee  on  b-H  Club 
Work  of  the  Extension  Committee  on  Organization  and  Policy,  from  the 
old  forestry  and  soil  and  water  conservation  committees  and  additional 
membership.  Its  objective  is  to  chart  the  development  of  b-H  Club  work 
in  the  conservation  of  natural  resources.  It  is  felt  that  emphasis  on 
the  broad  area  of  conservation  will  strengthen  the  teaching  of  the 
philosophy  of  conservation,  interest  more  young  people,  and  provide  a 
sounder  approach  to  the  conservation  technology.

Members  came  from  Clay  County,  The 
trip  was  planned  with  emphasis  on  education  but  some  recreation  for  good 
measure — starting  with  a visit  to  the  Texas  State  Fair  at  Fallas,  The 
boys  were  impressed  with  the  differences  they  saw  in  farm  operations, 

Oklahoma  - Farm  to  Warket  Livestock  Project 

Haskell  County’s  emphasis  on  farm-to-market  project  approach  is  aimed  at 
giving  training  in  good  breeding*  feeding  and  marketing  practices,  A 
boy  or  girl  can  select  one  or  more  calves  from  the  home  herd.  The  calves 
will  be  marketed  as  a group  at  Oklsh  oma  City,  Club  members*  along  with 
leaders  and  parents*  will  accompany  their  calves  to  the  terminal  market 
to  see  them  graded*  weighed*  and  sold. 

South  Carolina  - U-H  Sweet  Potato  T«ur 

The  production  and  marketing  program  provided  an  educational  tour  to 
Washington  and  New  York  City  for  11  members  who  made  the  best  records. 
Selections  were  based  upon  excellence  and  completeness  in  carrying  out 
recommended  practices*  including  selection  of  seed*  fertilization* 
cultural  practices*  harvesting*  storing*  group  marketing  and  record 
keeping.  The  highest  yield  this  year  was  made  by  Milford  Meares*  who 
produced  U7U  bushds  of  No,  1 potatoes  on  one  acre.

California  - Hi  1+-H 
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The  January  State  "Ideas"  letter  explained  features  of  the  Hi  1+-H  program 
in  six  of  the  counties,  pointing  up  different  organizational  patterns, 
chosen  for  varying  situations.  The  philosophy  throughout  was  "The  success 
cf  an  older  member  program  is  determined  by  how  effectively  the  members 
are  integrated  with  existing  club  and  county  program  plans." 

Iowa  - Leadership  Training  Conferences

the  State  U-H  Camp  at  Madrid,  Selected  young  people  join  for  these 
purposes:  (1)  To  become  aware  of  leadership  responsibilities,  (2)  To
